STIRS UP JEROME 


District Attorney Tells Law- 
yer He Wouldn’t Dare 
Say What He Did Out 
of Court. 


RESENTS SLUR ON HONOR. 


Fight for Names of Reformer’s 


Campaign Backers Brings 
Out Some Frank Ad- 
missions. 


New York, July 19.—(Special. }—District At- 
torney Jerome, pierced by a bitter shaft in 
the inquiry into his official acts by 
Clarence R. Shearn, counsel for W. R. 
Hearst, whom he is for $200,000 dam- 
ages for alleged libel, ay resented a ques- 
tion with a retort that might have led to an 
encounter of more than words had it not beep 
for the semi-court dignity of the examina- 
tion. 

Shearn asked the district attorney if he was 
ignorant of the names of those who contrib- 
uted to his campaign funds for the same rea- 
son the officials of the Metropolitan Railway 
company did not choose to inquire into the 
manner in which moneys were expended 
ah paid to alleged jury fixers. 
erome blazed into anger and even dropped 
his cigaret in his emotion as he told Shearn 
the insinuation was untrue, that no gentle- 
man would make it, and he would not have 
dared to make it in private outside the court- 
room. \ 
He then explained the reason why he did 
not want to know who backed him tn his race 
for office, which was that he did net want te 
be hampered by personal obligations in the 
discharge of his official duty. 


Too for Inquisitor. 

Through it Jerome defeated the main 
object of his inquisitor—the production of the 
list of names of those who contributed to his 
campaign fund. He never had seen it, he 
alleged, although he knew that $5,000 was 
unexpended at the close of his campaign. : 

Judge Dayton said he would rule that if 
Jerome hada list of campaign contributions 
in his control he should produce it. 

Now, Mr. Jerome, will you produce the 
list of your campaign contributors?’ asked 
Mr. Shearn.

Turns in Anger on Shearn. 

Ghearn smiled sarcastically and exclaimed: 
„FEr-er just ar you, for instance, refrained 
from knowing who contributed to your cam- 
paign fund?" 

Jerome, shirt sleeved, perspiring and smok- 
ing cigarets, leaned forward, pointed his 
finger at Shearn and replied: 

“That is not true. And when you make 
that insinuation you do what no gentleman 
would do—what you would not dare do out- 
side this courtroom. Since your limitedcom- 
prehension cannot understand the difference 
between the Metropolitan street railway and 
myself, since you do not em able to grasp 
how a gentieman feels in certain circum- 
stances I will explain it to you. I refrained 
from knowing who contributed to my cam- 
paign fund because I wanted to preserve the 
old tradition of the office of the district at- 
torney as a quasi judicial one, and because 
I wanted to avotd even the appearance of any 
bias in the administration of my office. 

„ Now,” concluded Jerome, “I’ve en- 
dea vored to picture to you what a gentleman 
is. Ladmit it’s a difficult task.“ 

Mr. Shearn, realizing, perhaps, that Mr. Je- 


rome is an honest man and a gentleman in 


New York, made no retort in kind, but said 
he had not meant to impugn Jerome's per- 
sonal honor.

KEY MEN END FRISCO STRIKE, 


Operators in This City Much Sur- 
prised by Sudden Termination. 


CHICAGO BODY WAS TO ACT. 


Terms of Settlement as Signed; Much 


Arbitration Necessary. 


The telegraphers’ strike In San Francisco 
ended yesterday afternoon, to the surprise 
of the Chicago operators, who were prepar- 
ing for a strike massmeeting here tomor- 
row. 

According to the terms of settlement, as 
understood in Chicago, the strikers will re- 
turn to work, and then both telegraph com- 
panies will receive a committee of arbitra- 
tion to discuss and settle matters affecting 
the strikers. 

President man telegraphed to the Chi- 
cago operators that the strike had been set- 
tled “through an honorable compromise.” 
He advised that all strike talk be dropped 
at once. 

Accordingly Secretary Russell last evening 
telegraphed a bulletin to each of the 185 
local unions in the United States, announ- 
cing the end of the strike and counseling 
moderation in action everywhere. 


Terms of the Agreement, 
Under the terms of settlement signed by I. 
N. Miller, assistant general superintendent 
of the Western Union; L. W. Storer, general 


Superintendent of the Postal, and National 


President 8. J. Small for the telegraphers, 
both companies are to retémploy without 
prejudice the telegraphers who went on 

strike, and the question of Increased wages 
ie to be taken up after resumption of work. 
The employés of each company will appoint 
a representative and the company one, the 
two to select a third, who will constitute the 


| arbitration committee. 


While the telegraph companies do not 
openly recognize the union and insist upon 
Gealing with their own employes, the fact 
that representatives of the companies signed 
an agreement with Small is regarded by the 
operators as a recognition of their organiza- 


tion. 
As Western Union Sees It. 

Later in the afternoon a statement was 
made in San Francisco by Mr. Miller, saying: 

“We are willing to reémploy seventy ac- 
ceptable operators within five days and fifty- 
five additional within thirty days on their 
individual applications only, the company re- 
serving the right to refuse employment to 
any operator guilty of objectionable conduct 
since the strike; the operators to receive the 
same salaries as before the strike, but not 
necessarily the same positions or hours. 

“Any questions as to grievances may be 
taken up after a full resumption of work 
under the terms of and in the manner pre- 
scribed in President Clow’s letter of June 
20, 1007, addressed to Commissioner Neill. 
It also must de distinctly understood that 
any future grievances at any point will be 
taken up and disposed of under the same 


terms.“ 
Postal Claim 


Wi ate 9 
The statement given out by the Postal of- 


ficilals gives the impression that the tele- 
graph companies won a complete victory 
over the strikers. It makes no reference to 
an increase in wages and no promise that all 
the strikers will be taken back. It was sent 
out by C. C. Adams, vice president, and 
reads: 

Edward J. Nally, vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the Postal Telegraph com- 
pany, has just received word from L. W. 
Storer, general superintendent, San Fran- 
cisco, that at a meeting held in San Francisco 
this afternoon the striking operators voted 
108 to 4, practically unanimously, to return to 
work, they having been notified that the 
terms upon which they returned would be 
that they should make individual applica- 
tion for reémployment, and all who were not 
objectionable to the local management would 
be reémployed, with the distinct understand- 
ing that the same salaries and same condi- 
tions existing prior to their walkout should 
govern their reémployment, and upon their 
promise to give good and faithful service and 
discontinue all agitation and interference 
with the company’s business.“ 

Western Union’s Statement. 

The statement given out by Col. Robert C. 
Clowry, president and general manager of 
the Western Union, is a little more Concilla- 
tory in that it promises that the Western 
Union will reémploy all reliable and em- 
elent operators.“ The statement reads: 

“The differences between the Western 
Union Telegraph company and its former 
employés at San Francisco and Oakland 
have been settled. On June 21 a portion of 
the Western Union operators at San Fran- 
cisco and Oakland quit work without notice. 
About one-third of the force remained on 
duty, and eleven of those who quit were re- 
instated on their individual applications at 


i their former compensation. Additions were 


promptly made to the force from other of- 
fices, and, except for a short period, the 
traffic of the company has been moved 
promptly. The company will reémploy all 
reliable and efficient operators who left the 
service, on their individual applications, and 
at the salaries paid when they quit quit work.“ 


NEGRO PYTHIANS QUIT ALTON 
HUNGRY AND IN GREAT WRATH 


Refusal of Hotels or Boarding Houses 
to Give Black Men Food or Lodging 
Stirs Ire of Grand Lodge Men. 


Alton. III., July 19.—[Special.]—The negro 
Pythian grand lodge before adjourning at 
Alton today after a three day session adopted 
a resolution condemning the tnhospitality of 
the city because of the difficulty the dele- 
gates. experienced in getting food and places 
to sleep. : 

The Alton boarding houses and hotels re- 
fused. to receive the negroes and arrange- 
ments had to be made to quarter them in the 
homes of negroes in remote parts of the city. 
The negroes could not go so far to their meals 
and went hungry, not being able to get even 
a glass of soda water in Alton. 

Almost all the grand lodge officers are Chi- 
cago negroes, among them Col. John R. 
Marshall of the Eighth Illinois volunteers 
during the war with Spain,

REACHES CRISIS. 


Federal Court and Those of 
State of North Carolina 
Demand Right to Try 
Pending Cases. 


JUDGES NEAR TO PRISON. 


Threats of Jail Terms for Con- 
tempt Mingled with Talk of 
Calling Out State and 
Government Troops. 


the imposition by the state court today of a 
$30,000 fine against the Southern railway and 
one of U against Thomas J. Breen, the ticket 
agent, for violation of the 24% cents a mile 
rate law, what amounts closely to. federal- 
state war ig on tonight between state and 
federal courts. State Judge Reynolds is 
threatening to jail Federal Judge Pritchard 
for contempt. Railroad interests are trying 
to force Judge Pritchard to imprison Judge 
Reynolds, and Gov. Glenn threatens to call 
out the militia and resist such action with 
armed force. 

Money is being spent right and left by the 
railroads, and the affair has attained great 
and sinster pfoportione. 


Federal Judge Brings on Crisis. 

The present crisis was brought about by 
the action of Federal Judge Pritchard in 
signing before daybreak writs of habeas 
corpus directing Sheriff Hunter to produce 
the persons of District Passenger Agent J. 
H. Wood and Ticket Agent O. C. Wileon of 
the Southern railway, charged with disre- 
garding the new passenger rate law. 

Wood and Wilson were convicted in the 
police court today of overcharging and are 
under sentence of thirty days each on the 
chain gang, as they refused to give bond, pay 
the fine, or appeal, the railway. being deter- 
mined to force all railway rate matters into 
the United States court. 

In May, on application of the Southern and 
almost every other railway company in the 
state, Judge Pritchard granted a writ of 
injunction and dérected the state corpora- 
tion commission to show cause before him 
at Asheville why it should not be prevented 
from enforcing the 2% cent law. 

At this hearing Judge Pritchard made ax 
order forbidding the enforcement of the law 
by state authorities until he could determine 
by evidence to be thereafter taken whether 
it was true, as alleged by the railroads, that 
the new rate was so low as to deprive it of 
any return on its property, and, therefore, 
confiscatory and violative of the fourteenth 
amendment of the federal constitution. 


State Judge 2 Le 


suits provided by law and from proceeding 
criminally against railroads. 

At Raleigh last week, in the State Superior 
court, Judge B. F. Long charged the grand 
jury that any railway agent who charged a 
passenger more than 2K cents a mile was 
criminally guilty under the rate law, and 
thereupon the grand jury indicted Ticket 
Agent Green, who was brought into court on 
Tuesday for trial. 

Wednesday morning, on application of the 
Southern Railway attorneys, as counsel for 
Green, Judge Pritchard issued a writ of 
habeas corpus directing the sheriff to bring 
before him the prisoner, Green, then on trial 
in the state court, and himself went to 
Raleigh that evening to enforce the writ. 

Gov. Glenn declared Judge Pritchard's act 
as high handed and despotic,” saying that 
Judge Pritchard had not held the rate law 
unconstitutional, but had suspended its en- 
forcement until he could determine the ques- 
tion by evidence, and therefore he could not 
prevent the state courts from proceeding un- 
der the law, regularly passed, and that he 
would use armed force if necessary to prevent 
taking the prisoner from the state court, 
which then was trying him. 


Talks of Armed Resistance. 


Judge Long, on hearing of the writ, held 
the prisioner in the courtroom himself, 
threatening to use force to retain him, It 
was asserted that when Judge Pritchard left 
Asheville Wedmesday evening he would 
call on President Roosevelt for force neces- 
gary to enforce the writ, but public sentiment 
all over the state was so aroused that the 
railroad backed down, and a conflict was 
avoided by instructing the United States 
marshal not to serve the writ on the sheriff. 
Judge Pritchard returned to Asheville this 
morning. 

Monday evening Police Justice Reynolds 
iseued warrants for the arrest of J. H. Wood 
and R. H. Graham, ticket agents here, for 
violating the rate law, and their counsel se- 
cured a continuance, in the meantime secur- 
ing writs of habeas corpus from Judge 
Pritchard, intending to make a test case 
here. | 

Sheriff Hunter delayed the execution of the 
sentence of Wood and Graham and took the 
prisoners before Judge Pritchard this morn- 
ing, when the hearing was continyed until 
the afternoon. 


Put Judge on Grill. 

At the hearing attorneys for the railways 
placed Judge Reynolds on the stand and tried 
to force him to admit that he had instigated 
the prosecution. Judge Pritchard asked Rey- 
nolds if he did not know at the time that he 
dismissed the first case that the writ of 
habeas corpus then was pending. 

Special counsel for the state protested 
against the federal court attempting to inves- 
tigate the reasons for the action of a state 
judge in a case regularly in his court. 

Then Judge Pritchard allowed counsel to 
ask other witnesses questions tending to 
show Reynolds’ motive on the ground that 
it was allowable to show that so many suits 
would be instigated that the railways would 
lose so heavily by criminal prosecutions 
that actions in the federal court before judge 
Pritchard would be nullified.

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MAB FINDS MADE IN 7 


Ancient Religious Writings Are 
Brought to Light. 


POTTERY 100,000 YEARS OLD. 


Crude Vessels Unearthed Believed to 
Belong to Paleolithic Age. 


[BY CABL® TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

LONDON, July 19.—Particulars have just 
been issued of two archeological discoveries 
in Egypt, which are of exceptional interest. 
The first includes some new sayings of Christ, 
and the second consists of extremely ancient 
and crude manufactures. They are now the 
property of Dr. De Rustafgaell, F. R. G. &., 
the explorer, who sent them to England. He 
says that the natives in clearing the ground 
near the old Coptic monastery at Edfer some 
months ago discovered a small tomblike re- 
ceptacle, in which were a number of parch- 
ment manuscripts bound with thick papyrus 
covers. They sold them for a few pounds to 
an Arab dealer, who sold them to Copts for 
£500. The latter, realizing their value, made 
them known to De Rustafgaell, who secured 
them in competition with representatives of 
several foreign museums, Tha manuscripts 
already have been identified as untgue Coptic 
Greek ecclesiastical minussripts vom the 
mrth to the eleventh centuries and are of 
great archeological importance. 


Find of Religious Value. 

There are about a dozen rolle of sixth 
century Greek papyri. They include twenty- 
five leaves of apocryphal sayings of Christ 
in Ooptic translation of the lost Greek 
original, of which there were previously only 
thirteen leaves known to exist, twelve of 
them being in the National gallery at Paris 
and one at Berlin. 

The discovery also comprised parts of the 
gospels of St. Matthew, St. Mark, and St. 
Luke in Greek and Coptic apocalypse, the 
gospel of St. John in Coptic, a history of 
miracles by Cosmas and Daman, dated in 
the sixth century; a sermon by St. Pisen- 
thies in Coptic; a sermon by St. Cyril. 
bishop of Jerusalem, A. D. 861-886, on a 
sacred cross in Coptic, made from an exist- 
ing Greek original; and a unique manuscript 
in the Nubian language dealing with St. 
Menos and the canons of Nicaeo. 

From the dedication of one of the manu- 
scripts the monastery on the site where 
they were discovered is proved to have been 
named St. Mercury of the Mount, at Edfu.“ 

One of the volumes is a history of the 
martyrdom of St. Mercurious. A modern 
Coptic monastery stands near by, but the 
name of the order of its foundation had been 
entirely lost until hie discovery. 


Pottery Dates Back 100,000 Years, 

Dr. De Rustafgaell also found in the desert 
of upper Egypt, on the left bank of the Nile, 
among the remains of the paleolithic flint 
factories, a number of crude; weatherbeaten 
lMmestone vessels, which he beHeves wale 
to the paleolithic age. mee

it is difficult to overestimate the importance 
of the discovery in connection with the his- 
tory of civilization and the general evolution 
of pottery in particular.

Baroness von Reitzenstein, living tn a villa 
on the road taken by Frau Molitor and Oiga 
Molitor during the fatal walk, swore that she 
went out to the letter box at 5:50 0 ‘clock and 
saw a man with a black beard whom today 
she recognized as Hau. Returning toward 
her villa she saw the Molitors, but a different 
man, having an iron gray beard and being 
older and @horter in stature than Hau, was 
following them. She reéntered her villa pre- 
cisely at 6 o’clock. The murder was com- 
mitted at 2 frinutes after 6. 

This raises a new point in the case, it ts 
said, and gives rise to the supposition by the 
authorities that Hau may have hired another 
man to commit the act. 


Damaging to Hau. 

In other respects the evidence was damag- 
ing to Hau's case. At the night session Hau 
admitted that Baroness von Reitzenstein had 
been correct in saying she recognized him 
near the Molitor villa. The judge with great 
deliberation demanded an explanation of 
Hau's purpose in being there. Hau firmly 
refused to give this information, adding: 

I realize the full consequence of this re- 
fusal.”* 

A servant girl employed by the Molitors 
testified she answered a telephone call and 
reported to Frau Molitor that it was a well 
known voice. It's Mr. Hau, the witness 
said she told Frau Molitor. This was the 


telephone call that -eummored Frau Molitor

| Tried to Save His Wife. 

One dramatic feature ot the trial today was 
the revelation that Hau’s wife told him she 
Was going to commit suicide and that he had 
made every effort to prevent her.

Speaking slowly and in a low voice Hau 
said his wife had told him at their last inter- 
view that she intended committing suicide 
because she was unable to hear all her fam- 
ily matters discussed before the public. He 
tried to pursuade her to desigt from this pur- 
pose.as it would create an impression that 
he was guilt: — 

Hau added that as soon as ‘his. wife left the 
jail he told the prison authorities of His wie's 
threat to kill herself. Dr. Diets, who is de- 
fending Hau, was communicated with by 
telephone at once.

An audacious attempt to blackmail] An- 
drew Carnegie out of the price of a free 
library has been frustrated by the Scotland 
Yard police. A corn merchant ofWurtzburg, 
Bavaria, arrived in London some weeks ago 
for the purpose of asking Mr. Carnegie per- 
sonally for $62,500° for a library for that 
town. He divulged his Intention to a com- 
patriot, whom ‘he met casually, and the man 
said he knew a’ way to make Carnegie give 
up.“ The merchant did not know the man 
was a notorious continental crook, and 
agreed to go to Skibo castle with him. 

“Meanwhile another acqiaintance of the 
merchant, discovering. the character of the 
man, informed the Scotland Yard authorities, 


| and they immediately dispatched two detec- 


tives to Skibo and also telegraphed to Mr. 
Carnegie to receive no,strangers. 

In due time the two visitors presented 
themselves and Mr. Carnegie refused to 
grant them audience. When the detectives 
arrived the crook decamped. 

It is known he carried a revolver, and it 
is supposed he intended to terrify Mr. Car- 
negie into handing. over the money. It is 
suspected. that he intended, if the merchant 
got the money, to rob him on the return jour- 
ney. The police are satisfied the merchant 
acted innocently throughout.’’ 


FIVE MORE HEAT VICTIMS DIE. 


Philadelphia Hospitals Still Caring for 
Sixty Persons Prostrated During 
the Elks’ Parade. 

Philadelphia, Pa., July 19.—[Special.]—Five 
more of the 4,430 persons stricken by heat 
during the Elks’ parade yesterday died to- 
day. Sixty still remain in the hospitals in 
dangerous condition. All the dead are Phil- 
adelphians. No Elk remains under treat- 
ment. 

Investigation is being made by officials of 
the report that poisoned lemonade was re- 
sponsible ‘for the illness of many of those 
prostrated. 

Medical men ventured the theory today 
that many cases of prostration were duetoa 
form ot hysteria that swept through the 
crowds. Chief of Police Surgeon Patterson, 
who handled the epidemic, said: . 

“I believe it is true that this unprecedented 
phenomenon was caused by a curious form of 
hysteria. It would sweep Somat ab a whole 
block, felling, perhaps, a hundred or two 
hundred persons so close to each other that 
they fell upon each other in heaps. Then it 
would leap three or four blocks, and the same 
thing would happen to another crowd. ‘Frighs 
and panic are contagious and the paychology 
of a crowd is.a curious thing.“ 


Eight More Die in New York. 
New York, July 19.—The intense heat of the 
last three days resulted in eight additional 
deaths and a score of prostrations.

It was when the resolution discouraging the 
use of elke’ teeth as emblems was introduced 
and Mr. Metvin arose to. in its behalf 
that grand lodge members evinced their at- 
titude toward the proposition. 


Storm of Disapproval Breaks. 

Mr. Melvin said that since his arrival here 
‘he had received hundreds of telegrams from 
men of every rank the country over indorsing 
his action in this matter and expressing the 
hope that the lodge would not adjourn with- 
out taking action. 

He had proceeded no furthér when cries of 
„ No! No! We will not pase it!“ We want 
to wear them!” came from all parts of the 
house. The meeting then became riotous and 
every time Mr. Melvin tried to speak dele- 
gates would cry: “‘ We want our teeth.“ 

What do you want to save the elk for, 
anyway?’ shouted one grand lodge member. 
Ain't they just wild animals?” 

Then Mr. Melvin, his face flushed and ges- 
ticulating violently, sailed into his opponents. 


Retiring Leader Flays Members. 

The slaughter of the elk is the act of mur- 
derers and savages,” he cried, *“‘ and a shame 
to the principles of our order. You’re hypo- 
crites. You don’t understand the first prin- 
ciples of our order if you ineist upon elaugh- 
tering this noble animal for the sake of wear- 
ing its teeth. It is unthinkable that civilized 
men should hesitate for a moment on such a 
proposition.” 

The lodge remained silent during the rest of 
his address. 

Several seconding speeches ‘were made. 
after which those who want to retain the 
teeth took the floor. They gave no reasons 
for their opposition save that they considered 
the teeth an ornament and intended to wear 
them. 

Many gave as justification for their views 
the slaughter of birds for women’s hats,

Ald. Siewert Effects Truce After Ex- 
citing Hour in the Rain. 


Thirty determined housewives, mostly vet- 
erans of a similar battle of two years ago, re- 
inforced by a few men and sufficient boys and 
girls to make the attacking crowd about 150 
strong, withstood a drenching rain yesterday 
morning, and for more than an hour success- 
fully resisted the efforts of a gang of labor- 
ers, commanded by two bosses, to lay a 
switch across the stub end of Monticello av- 
enue from the Bloomingdale branch of the 
Chicago,’ Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad. 

After two policemen were driven away ia 
confusion riot calls were sent in to the At- 
trill street, the Cragin, and the West North 
avenue police stations, but the twelve police- 
men who responded with the three wagons 
either feared or didn't care to charge the 
irate women who were armed with umbrellas, 
brooms, mops, chairs, and other household 
weapons, and tho trouble was not settled 

until Ald. Henry J. Siewert appeared and 
promised to ald in having the railroad’s work 
undone. 

Most of the residents of the section are buy- 
ing their properties on the installment plan 
from a building concern, which, they say, 
assured them nothing but residences would 
be allowed. But two years ago the Wauke- 
sha Lime and Stone company purchased lots 
on either side ot Monticella: avenue and 
abutting upon the railroad tracks. Unsuc- 
cessful efforts were made to prevent thé con- 
cern from erecting a warehouse, but when 
the company built a sidetrack across tho 
street the women turned out en masse and 
tore up the tracks,

ACCIDENT OR A SUICIDE? 


James Tawecis, in His Fatal Plunge, 
Breaks Shoulder of Another Man. 


The subtle fascination of height claimed 
one more victim—the third in as many days 
yesterday afternoon. James Tawecis, a ma- 
chinist, is the last victim and the La Salle 
street depot was the scene of the tragedy, 
which occurred at 2 o'clock in the afternoon. 

Just how or why Tawecis lost his life prob- 
ably never will be known. He had spoken 
to nobody about the building before ascend- 
ing to the dizzy height from which he fell to 
death, but the preparations which he made 
after reaching the eleventh floor, from which 
he fell, or leaped, point to suicide. 

Tawecis was employed as a pumpman in 
the basement of the bullding. When he left 
his place of duty it was believed he had gone 
out to lunch. Shortly before 2 o'clock he 
walked into the elevator manned by Harry 
English and asked to be taken to the top floor. 


Looks About as if Dazed. 


The car arrived at the eleventh floor but 
the man did not alight. He stood, as if 
dazed, looking about the car. 

This is the top; why don’t you get out?“ 
asked the. elevator conductor. 

O, I'd forgotten where I was,” replied 
the man. 

Then he stepped out. The elevator began 
a drop to the main floor, but it had gone only 
half of the distance when the passenger of 
a moment before shot past it and, with a 
crash that could be heard throughout the 
great building, fell through the top of an 
elevator that was standing at the first floor. 
John McGrath, conductor of the elevator 
upon which he fell, was thrown to the floor 
of his car by the force of the fall. Tawccis 
was crushed into an unrecognizable mass 
and McGrath's shoulder was broken.

Mongolian Graduate of Ann Arbor Is 
Heard at Desplaines—Father a 
Victim of Boxers.

Dr. Mary Stone of Kiu Kiang, China, a 

native Chinese physician, was the special 
center of interest at the Desplaines camp- 
meeting yesterday. She was accompanied 
by Miss Jennie Hughes, who went as a mis- 
sionary to China from New York. They left 
Chicago last evening for Ann Arbor, where 
they will be the guests of President Angeli 
of the University of Michigan, of which Dr. 
Stone is a graduate. 
Dr. Stone was the first Chinese girl in 
central China to grow up without having 
her feet bound,“ said Miss Hughes, and 
she is president of the Chinese Anti-Foot 
Binding society. Her father was the first 
Chinaman in central China to accept Chris- 
tianity.

He did not swallow the pulp of the orange 
and the beef tea was greatly weakened, but 
Mr. Hufford enjoyed his breakfast thorough- 
ly. He suffered no Ill effects from the repast 
and was able to go downtown during the day 
and attend to business. 


Physical Ailments Routed. 


Mr. Hufford says his long fast was not 
undertaken as a bid for notoriety, rather is 
he inclined to shun it. A return to health 
was what he was seeking, and these are the 
ailments Mr. Hufford says have been routed 
by his long refrain from eating: 

Chronic stomach trouble. 

Chronic catarrh. 

Chronic throat trouble. 

Attack of biliousness following Texas fever. 

Nervousness. 

Of course Mr. Hufford does not think his 
stomach trouble has been entirely and per- 
manently cured, but he insists he has done 
more for his own ailment than all the physi- 
cians he has consulted heretofore. 

Had I gone a few days longer,“ said Mr. 
Hufford, 1 probably would have broken 
the record for long fasts, but that was not 
my object.

“Tt has been intimated that counsel had 
drilled him,” Hawley went on! That story 
needed no drilling. We preferred to have it 
come just as it would, with all ite inherent 
evidence of truth. Of course, some discrep- 
anciés will occur. We have gone further 
than required by the law and have corrobo- 
rated every material statement of Orchard's 
story. Most of it has also been corroborated 
by the witnesses of the defense, and when- 
ever there has been a contradiction it has 
been either by one of the parties in interest or 
by a witness who has been proved to be a 
perjurer by the witnesses in rebuttal. 
‘‘Orchard’s evidence will be attacked, and 
that is proper. I am not a believer in death- 
bed conversion, but no man can listen to his 
story without being convinced that the 
awakening of his conscience was sincere and 
thorough. It was the saving power of divine 
grace that impelled him to make thé confes- 
sion to the bar of justice of the Worst set of 
conspirators ever known in this country.“ 


Defines Law of Conspiracy. 

From this Hawley went into an explanation 
of the law of conspiracy, following, that with 
a discussion of the law regarding an accesé- 
sory before the fact, who, in Ida ho, is held re- 
spohsible as principal. Then he explained 
the position of the accomplice in the view of 
the Idaho law, and having thus cleared the 
path of its legal intricacies, he took up the 
evidence and began to follow it from the

A 
member of the coroner’s jury which returned 
the hasty verdict of suicide when Mra, 
Magill was discovered with the chloroform 
cloth over her face, gave his own reasons for 
the verdict. 


Suicide Theory Is ‘Gaining. 

“J had known the family intimately for 
years,”’ he said. .“‘I knew that Mrs. Magill 
was unhappy because of the nagging treat- 
ment she received at the hands of her hus- 
band’s mother and aunts. They accused her 
of being a spendthrift and a poor housewife. 
She also was ill a great deal of the time. 

“I was often called to Fred's home to con- 
suit him about his trouble. I could see that 
the Graham girl affair worried Mrs. Magill. 
Three weeks before her death I was at the 
house. Mrs. Magill said to me, ‘I am almost 
ready to go. Anything is better than this. I 
am not well more than two hours ata time.’ 

‘She also sent a letter to a firm in town 
winding up a few business affairs, and it was 

lain what she contemplated. I know her 

andwriting, and I can prove she wrote those 
letters telling how and why she died. I ad- 
vised Fred to go away. He intended taking 
a job in Los Angeles. . He took the girl with 
him and married her because he wanted to 
save her name from scandal Everybody was 
linking their names. The whole town knew 
of the affair.” 


State Has Bit of Evidence. 

Mr. Miller also has a piece of evidence 
which he thinks is important as showing 
that Magill and Faye Graham had a knowl- 
edge of Mrs. Magill's plan of death and urged 
her on.

residence, Clinton, IH. I was called about 6:20 
a m. and requested to hurry to the home of F. H. 
Magill. On arriving at the house I found Mrs. 
Magill in bed in the front room lying on her right 
side, dead. I requested a consultation and Dr. 
Biome was called. I think chronic heart trouble 
aggravated by chloroform caused death.’’ 

F. M. Blome said: “I arrived at the home of 
F. H. Magill about 6:60 a.m. When I arrived I 
found the body in bed in the front bedroom, dead. 
I had prescribed for her for headache once or twice, 
but had not seen her recently. Saw a bow! con- 
taining cotton and a bottle labeled ‘ chloroform.’ 
In my opinion death was due to heart trouble ag- 
gravated by the use of chloroform.”

Fifteen of the best 
racers on the great lakes will slip moorings 
for the annual open cruise to Mackinac.

et thing of the kind in western yachting 

ings, and the fourth renewal of the classic 
event promises to exceed ite previous suc- 
Cesses. Last night all of the skippers de- 
clared their boats to be in full cruising trim. 
This morning will witness a busy scene in 
the harbor, when the dingeys will be worked 
overtime by the crews in getting provisions 
on board the yachts of the fleet. 

The start of the 880 mile sail up the lake is 
set for 4 o'clock, and instead of going through 
the Van Buren street gap, a6 heretofore, the 
fieet will cross an imaginary line a mile off 
shore. Prof. Henry J. Cox of the United 
Statew Weather bureau has reciprocated the 
honor done him in his appointment as one ot 
the judges by arranging fer fresh winds from 
the south and west, but may throw in a 
thunder storm to liven up the initial hours 
of the contest. 


Cup Is the Principal Prize. 
Five clubs will be reprerented in the crulse— 
the Chicago, Jackeon Park, Columbia, and 
Milwaukee Yacht clubs and the Chicago Ath- 
letic association, and the three classes com» 
peting will be schooners, yawls, and sloops. 
‘The first prize, and the one for which all 
will strive, will be the Mackinac cup, which 
is to be awarded to the boat making the best 


corrected time, but prizes also will be given 


to the boats finishing first in each class. 

George Tramel's Vencedor of the C. A. A. 
is conceded to be the favorite for the race, 
but it is the general opinion that the ma- 
hogany sloop will have to sail to ite limit to 
beat Mills & Summers’ Illinois of the Chicago 
club, which on measurements is allowed more 
than five hours’ handicap over Vencie.” 

Ordinarily the race should be close between 
Vencedor and W. F. Cameron’s Vanenna, as 
the two have always been evenly matched, 
but this time Van is not in the best of 
condition and is expected to be led most of the 
way by the Tramel yacht. 

The largest clase ig the yawl division and 
universal interest im this struggle is given 
by the fact that Chicago, Jackson Park, and 
Milwaukee Yacht club boats are to be pitted 
against each other. The winner will be hard 
to pick, as it is a toss up between Com- 
modore Baum’s Arcadia, R. B. Burton's 
Juanita, and Soule Bros.’ Nalad of the Chi- 
cago club; R. B. Brown’s Ranger of Milwau- 
kee, and Young & Oberst’s Roamer of Jack- 
son Park. 


Double Stickers Are Good Ones. 


A fine race should result in the picturesque 
schooner class, which has four entries. All 
of the double stickers are good ones, and 
include Dwight Lawrence's Mistral, which 
won the cup in 10086. This yacht is evenly 
matched with Warner & Hale's Alice and 
Fox, McConnell & Clinch’s Hawthorne. On 
account of its handicap allowance many 
favor G. H. Atkin's Nomad, which has been 
greatly improved since its change in own- 
ership. 

Elaborate arrangements have been made 
by the United States lighthouse service to 
report the progress of the racers en route, 
and whenever one of the yachts is sighted 
its code number will be wired to the Chicago 
Yacht club and to the judges at Mackinac. 

An innovation in the race will be the hoist- 
ing of wind and weather signals at all ports 
along the course, in order that the skippers 
may know the forecasts in advance and be 
prepared for changing conditions. 

The reoord for the cruise was set by Ven- 
cedor in 1904 at a little more than thirty-six 
hours, while Vanadis, last year’s winner, 
took fifty-six for it. Under favorable condi- 
tions the first yacht should reach Mackinac 
Monday night or Tuesday morning.

TARIFF REVISION. 

The conference between President 
Roosevelt, Senator Hopkins, and Mr. 
Miles of the Wisconsin Tariff. Revision 
league merely confirms the general un- 
derstanding that there will be no move in 
the direction of tariff revision prior to 
the presidential election. It may be taken 
also as an admission that revision must 
come soon after the election. } 

It cannot be delayed after 1909. The 
country is clearly coming to the opinion 


that the tariff, now fifteen years old and, 


sadly out of touch in many particulars. 
with modern conditions, must be amended 
—or revised if that be a better sounding 
word. It is a notorious fact.that there: 
are certain schedules which give the in- 
terests affected by them excessive protec- 
tion. Privately the beneficiaries admit it. 


The theory is that the protection’ given 


shall be merely equal to the difference 
between the cost of production abroad 
| and at home. There are duties which are 
in excess of the total wage cost of. pro- 
duction in this.country. The government 
gets no revenue and the domestic pro- 


-ducer is enabled to exact excessive prices 


for his goods. 

It makes no difference whether these 
unjust and unreasonable duties have place 
in the iron and steel, the glass, or the 
wool and woolens schedules. They should 
de revised down to legitimate proportions 
whether the beneficiaries live in the east 
or the west. Certain schedules which 
were not far out of the way when Mr. 
Dingley wrote them have become oppres- 
sive to American consumers. The people 
are beginning to realize it and would 
realize it more keenly if this were not an 
era of general prosperity. : 

For obvious reasons is it useless to 
agitate for tariff revision before the presi- 
dential election. That is as clear to the 
most ardent revisionist as it is to the most 
dogged “standpatter.” But the “stand 
pat men must not misapprehend the 
situation. They must not imagine that 
the patience of the people has no limits, 
Some of them may fancy that postpone- 
ment of the question to 1909 carries with 
it the possibility of a further postpone- 
ment. If so, they had better banish the 
thought from their minds. The people are 
willing to deter action to a time certain; 
with a clear understanding that the sub- 
ject is to be taken up and disposed of 
then, If an attempt should be made year 
after next to break what American con- 
sumers look on as a definite promise 
there would be a political upheaval that 
would put it out of the power 6 the 
promise brenkers to fool the people again. 


ACT IN TIME. 

The Teras legislature, having temporar- 
ily parted company with common bens, 
made it a felony for anybody to. sell in 
the state goods made by a trust. The 
business men of the state did not go be- 
fore the legislature to oppose it. They 
did not ask the governor to veto it. They 
paid no attention to the matter until the 
law became operative:a few days ago. 
Now when they find themselveg near the 
open doors of the penitentiary’ they are 
in a state of wild excitement. 

The business men. are holding meetings 
to appeal to the governor to call a special 
session of the legislature to repeal or 
modify the law. They say that what- 


‘ever may be its effect on the trusts it will 


ruin trade. It presents itself to them as 
a case of burning down the barn to get 
rid of the rats. It would be impossible 
to carry on mercantile business except 
in its most rudimentary form unless a 
storekeeper were willing to run the risk 
of being indicted on a charge of selling 
goods made by s corporation which some 
state's attorney had read in the papers 
was a trust. 

The business men of Texas are justi- 
fied in their protests and appesls. The 
law is a piece of stupendous folly, but 
that was as apparent when it was in- 
troduced as it is now that it is in opera- 
tion. So the question is why the com- 
mercial and business interests of the state 


did not hold their meetings when the 


measure was Introduced in the legisla- 
ture? The probable explanation is that 
they paid no sttention to what their law- 
makers were doipg. That is the custom 
of business men in other states. Instead 
of watching legislative proceedings and 
exerting their influence against the pas- 
sage. of bad laws they let the legislature 
inflict, on tkem all the viciove meagvres 


ft fe capable of, and are apathetic until 


the measures become operative. The 
Texas busipess men are chiefly to blame 
for their unpleasant predicament. 

PLAY FAIR WITH THE WOMEN. 

If one may trust the report of the New 
Era Woman's club of Pittsburg, a terrible 
condition of affalls exists in that much ad- 
vertised city. At the name-of Pittsburg 
the mind naturally reverts to millionaires 
and chorus girls, divorce courts, theatrical 
scandals, and questions of alimony. But 
the mind aféresaid is hardiy prepared for 
the general accusation now brought 
against feminine aociety in the smoky and 
dizzy Arz. For it is proclaimed by the 
woman’s club, arraigning its own sex, that 
Pittsburg women and girls who have mar- 
ried men with small salaries are driving 
their husbands into bankruptcy by insist- 
ing on the possession of automobiles to 
present the appearance of wealth and nat 
to be outshone by their neighbors.”

THEATRICAL TRUST EXPANSION. 

In speaking of the latest enterprise of 
the theatrical syndicate, which contem- 
plates the merging of European with 
American theatrical interests, one of the 
leading members of the so-called trust 
vemarks that he “can gee no reason why 
the homogeneity of management and 
ownership will not be beneficial to the 
public, the players, the producers, and 
the owners.” As the public is concerned 
chiefly in what is beneficial to itself it is 
prepared to consider the question only 
so far as its own interests may be in- 
volved. In the middle of a hot summer 
it is not disposed to get excited over such 
differences as may be confined to actors 
and managers. : 

The syndicate was encouraged to reach 
out a little more extensively when the 
6pinion came down from the bench that 
the operations of the theatrical trust did 
not clash with the provisions of the anti- 


‘trust law. Undoubtedly a certain amount 


of prejudice against the syndicate has 


existed in the public mind, for the peo- 


ple have been led to believe that "the 
sway of the syndicate, so far as it affects 
the actor, has been tyrannous and oppres- 
sive, and there have been instances where 
the public has been deprived of popular 
actors and plays because of quarrels and 


‘antagonism in the theatrical profession. 


As a question of principle, perhaps, the 
sympathy of the public is withheld from 
everything in the way of trusts and com- 


binations which give rise to an arbitrary 


management; the assertion that the pub- 


lie is benefited by the trust, in so far as it 


is enabled by the resources at its com- 


mand to give better performances, is un- 


doubtedly sometimes true. 
Theatergoing cannot be regarded as a 
necessity, hence an outburst of public in- 
dignation is not to be expected in the 
matter of a theatrical trust as jn the case 


of combinations which affect the necessi- 


ties of life. 
the syndicate has showered blessings on 


the American people, it may be admitted | 
that it has not to any extent tyrannized 


over the public, and that, whatever its 
attitude toward its employés, it has found 


eit politic to defer. to the wishes of its 
‘patrons. And notwithstanding the fact 


that the syndicate is playing a gigantic 
game, the further fact is patent that it 


must stand, id with the public, from 
“which it derives - 4ts support, and that it 


cannot afford to. carry the “homogeneity 
of management ” to a haughty contempt 
for the people who 80 to the playhouse, 
It will be wholly to the interest of this 
limited “ homogeneity.” to provide gener- 
ously and to the best of its ability for the 
public. A judicial decision protects the 
syndicate in its present course, and the 
struggle, if there is any, is between the 
actor and the controlling power. If suc- 
cess does not make the syndicate arro- 
gant, if it does not presume too much on 
its power, and if it ives up to the prom- 


ises- it 80 blithely makes, perhaps this 


“highly beneficial” result of expansion 
and European acquisition’ will be quickly 
At least the promise has been 


made and awaits fulfillment.

particularly careful to refrain from saying a 
single word to him that could be twisted into 
a message for the emperor, and have thus 
enabled Etienne to describe himself as 


charged with a mission to his majesty by. 


the chief magistrate of France. The fact 
of the matter is, that Etienne is-one of the 
particular objects of dislike and distrust on 
the part of Prime Minister Clemenceau, and 
would be about the last person in the world 
to be trusted with a mission by an adminis- 
tration headed by the present premier. 
— 

Etienne has no longer any government or- 
ficé, but ts the president of the General Omni- 
bus company at Paris, which pays him @ 
salary of $20,000 a year. The object of his 
visit to Kiel was a purely commercial one. 
He is interested in a syndicate of Parisian 
financiers who are anxious to develop 
Morocco, and who are ready, if needs be, to 
work in unison with Germany in order to 
make their enterprise profitable. 

The kaiser, who is far more longheaded 
than most people imagine, turned a deaf ear 
to the proposals of Etienne, who had boasted 
at Paris that it only needed his own per- 
sonal contact with the emperor to remove 
the difficulties in the way of this Moorish 
venture. In fact, the kaiser seems to have 
resented the attempt to take advantage of 
his hospitality, and of his being, so to speak, 
off his guard and given up to sport and to 
relaxation, to push a mercenary scheme 
which the French government refuses to 
countenance, and of which the French people 
at large disapprove. Indeed, now that the 
facts are known, much indignation prevails 
in France against Etienne, whose action at 
Kiel is regarded as having been extremely 
undignified, and as calculated to compromise 
the political interests of his country. 


— 

Colonists: are ne averse to being de- 
scribed as such, and England's great depend- 
encies beyond the seas are all of them tak- 
ing steps to rid themselves of the objection- 
able denomination. India is an empire, Aus- 
tralia a “commonwealth,” Canada is a 
„ dominlon,“ and now New Zealand has re- 


ceived permission from King Edward to style 
Dominion of. 
New Zealand.“ by means of an order in 


itself henceforth as the 


council and royal proclamation. This has 
been done in response to a petition to that 
effect from both houses of the legislature of 
New Zealand. Winston Churchill, the under 
secretary. of state-for the colonies, on being 


asked in the house of commons at West- 


minster by an inquisitive member to explain 
the difference: between 4 -dominion and a 
colony, was obliged to confess that there 
were no material or legal differences, gave in 
the. title.. 

The English people nave to thank them- 
selves for this aversion of their fellow coun- 
trymen in Canada and Australasia to be de- 
scribed as colonists. For many years, in 
fact until the imperialist administration of 


Joe Chamberlain as colonial secretary, and 
the Boer war, the visitor from Canada and 


from the antipodes was unwelcome at home, 
looked down upon, and treated with more or 
less contempt and ‘ridfeule as only a damned 
colonial.”” Things are different now, and 


even the most dullwitted, home staying 
Briton has become convinced, quſte late in 


the day, it is true, that the colonies are the 
principal source of grandeur and Drosperity 
of the mother -country—of that empire upon 
which the gun never nots. 

— 

England has a 3 sum of money 
invested in silver dinner services at her 
various embassies. That of the British em- 
bassy at Paris, of which the ambassador has 
the use while in office, and which he is re- 
quired to turn over complete to his successor, 
ie valued at $50,000, and is adorned with the 
arms of Great Britain. Curiously enough, 
the official silver plate at the English legation 
at The Hague cost $40,000, whereas that of 
the embassy at Berlin is: valued merely at 
$22,000. This condition of affairs dates from 
the time when Holland was politically of 
greater importance to England than Prussia. 
Even the legation at Lisbon is better off in 
this respect than the embassy at Berlin, for 
{ts plate service represents a value of §28,- 
000. In good old times the various ambas- 
sadors on appointment received an allowance 
of $30,000 or $40,000 for the purchase of 
plate, which they caused to be engraved with 
their own armortal devices, and retained as 
their perquisités on their retirement. But 
this practice was done away with in ‘the 
reign of King William IV. 

Of course when I use the word ' plate I 
mean the dishes, the plates, the epergnes, 
centerpieces, etc. The service of plate which 
belongs ex officio to the speaker of the house 
of commons cost $30,000, 
1872. Up to that time each speaker on ap- 
pointment had a right to 4,000 ounces ot 
plate as A perquisite of his office from the 
crown, and which was furnished to him by 
the royal jewel office. * 

—— a ; 

Capt. Gen. Primo de Rivera, marquls d’Es- 
tella, who has just been a 
of war at Madrid, is one of the only two 
officers of the Spanish army who hold a rank 
equivalent to that of field marshal, and it 
is but fair to this singularly unpopular veter- 
an to say that hig honors have been largely 
won on the battlefield. He has been fre- 
quently wounded, and at the battle of San 
Pedro Abanto, in the last CarNst war, he wes 
left for dead, with a bullet through his 
lungs. 

To Americans ho is especially well known, 
however, as the officer Whose maladministra- 
tion as governor general of the Philippines 
facilitated the acquisition of the archipelago 
dy the United States in 1808 Having in- 
formed the authorities at Madrid that he had 
secured an undertaking from Aguinaldo and 
the other insurgent leaders to lay down arms 
in return for certain sums of money, some 
$800,000 was placed at his disposal for the 
purpose, and he has been publicly charged, 
both in the national legislature at Madrid and 
in the leading organs of the Spanish press, 
with having kept this money for himself, in- 
stead of turning it over to Aguinaldo and his 
friends as promised. This accusation is con- 
firmed by Aguinaldo, and by much documen- 
tary evidence presented to ‘the cortes some 
years ago by one of its members, Sefior Muro. 
Aguinaldo, finding that the governor general 
had broken faith with him, resumed hostil- 
ities against the Spaniards, which continued 
up to the time of the battle of Manila. 

Documents were. also subm 
cortes showing that Primo de Rivera re- 
ceived large sums of money from people at 
Manila and elsewhere in the Philippines in 
return for decorations and nobiliary titles 
which he obtained for them from Madrid, and 
the papers presented to the cortes included 
a written promise of the governor general to 
Sefior Paterno of Manila to procure for him 
the title of duke and an office worth $20,000 
a year, in recognition of his acting as agent 
in the sale of titles and decorations. Sefior 
Paterno did not get his dukedom aor his re- 
ward, and that was the reason why he turned 
over his correspondence with Prinio de 
Rivera and Sefior Muro to-the cortes. Noth- 
ing. however, ever came of the exposure of the 
mershal.in parliament. There was a polit- 


ical, crisis immediately afterwards,: and by 


the time it was over he had been able to exer- 


eise sufficient social and political influence to 


have the matter shelved ae iP i to 
oblivion. ,

Millions to the Roll. 


HOSPITALS NO MORE EXEMPT. 


Proposed Action Based on Decision in 
; Test Case at Evanston. 


' Uniess an unfavorable court decision pre- 
vents, there is every probability that the 
board of review will add to the tax lists up- 
wards of $5,000,000 on parsonages and hos- 
pitals, which never have been taxed. The 
proceeds of this newly discovered tax- 


able property will add a respectable figure to 


the municipal and school funds 

On Monday Judge Vaughan of the Ma- 
coupin County court, sitting in the court 
of Cook county, will decide’ whether taxes 
legally. can be collected on parsonages. 
He already has decided that all hospitals ex- 
cept: those that do only charitable work are 
taxable, and it is considered likely that he 
will decide that the houses of ministers come 
under the head of taxable property on the 
theory that they are not directly used for 
religious purposes. The decision as to hos- 
pitals was made on a test assessment of the 
Evanston hospital. It was brought to the 
attention of the board of review by Assistant 
County Attorneys William F. Struckman 
and Peter H. Schmitz. 

The only hospital in Cook county that is 
known to be operated solely for charity, ac- 
cording to the reviewers, is the county hos- 
pital. There are at least 800 parsonages 
in the county. Altogether $5,000,000 is con- 
sidered the minimum value that might be 
set on the properties soon to be placed on the 
lists. 


Auto Owners Under Suspicion. 

It has been decided that the board of re- 
view once more will use automobiles as a 
barometer ot prosperity in deciding the tax- 
able property of persons who, until last year, 
evaded the discerning eye of the assessor. 
Acting on the theory that he who could own 
an automobile must have a fait amount of 
this world’s goods, the board last year added 
something like $10,000,000 to the tax Msts by 
summoning persone into their office whose 
names appeared on the automobile license 
list of the city hall. 

The board's chief clerk is preparing a list 
of lucky—or unlucky, according to the 
point of view—owners of automobiles, and 
they will be summoned before the reviewing 
dody to explain why. they should not pay 
taxes on their machines and other personal 
property. Some automobile owners, it has 
been discovered, have returned “ no taxable 
property in response to the notices left by 
the board of assessors. The reviewers know 

of no reason why * ehould be exempted.

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SHOWN IN THE NEW EDITION OF HIS POEMS. | 


Delight Is in the Pleasures of Old Memories Handed Down by Forgotten Men, 
and His Art Serves Up Verses as Insouciant as Those of the Provencal Troubedours, 


T is summer now—high summer—and the 
trees are being kind. You may hear 
the oriole whistle even in the parks, and 
you have to go but a little way from the 
city to be saluted by the meadow lark 

aud the wood thrush. In such a time, when, 
if ever, one is conscious of the renewing mira- 
cle of nature, it is much better to write of 
poets than of other men—much more rever- 
ent to listen to poets than to those who talk 
in prose, 

For a long time the poems of William But- 
ler Yeats have been lying on my desk, and 
I have been saying: “ Poets are so used 
to waiting that this book may as well wait 


@ little longer. Here are the books that busy | 


men have been writing, and busy publishers 
worrying about and-busy up to date folk 
hastening’ to read. I must hasten to read 
them, too. Poets ‘always wait. It is their 
particular beauty that when you are ready 
for them, there they are, waiting.” . 

‘But now comes a morning when all that 
the prose writers have to say seems out of 
tune, The whisper of the leaves is never still; 
the brightness of our late summer burns 
about one with that intensity of hue which 
comes in upper Norway, where the summers 
are so brief and so beautiful that they seem 
like a poignant dream. I cannot now tell 
what the color of the shadows is, because it 
depends: whether they He upon the river— 
where they seem gold—or upon the young 
wheat—where they seem blue—or upon the 
uplands—where surely they are purple. It 
really is stupid to merely call the far trees 
and the near trees green, for really they 
ere of a thousand hues. There is no tongue 
in the world that can describe them. As 
for the sky, it would be blue were it not too 
tender and dim a thing for that word. Though 
it is not blue, it looks as if it might be born 
into blueness through some brave parentage 
of wind and sun. No voiceof man or woman 
is to be heard in all the place. Wind and 
trees, birds and insects—these have thet! 
way. With these the echoes of old songs 
will harmonize sweetly. So at last I take 
the Macmillan edition of Yeats’ poems from 


my table. 


His plays ere not here—those* strange, 
haunting, pagan plays—‘‘ Where There Is 
Nothing; that characteristic group pub- 
lished under the general title of The Hour 
Glass,“ or those curious reverberations of the 
Irish Heroic Age, called “in the Seven 
Woods.” In this volume are only poems— 


‘T the early poems and the later ones—the 


lucidity and fortuitous passion of youth 
blending with the elaborations and confu- 
sions of middle age, and the truer passion 
and sorrow of that period. But whether the 
poems be those of youth or of middje age, 
they are impregnated with the same spirit— 
they have their indescribable Irish essence. 
And never was piping so sad, 
And never was piping so gay.“ 

They who dance the maddest weep the 
bitterest, it is said, and for dancing and for 
weeping Ireland ever was famous Yeats 
could not have been the true poet of her 
elder days had he not been enamored of 


laughter and of tears; nor could he have 


spoken as he has to those who love her still 
had he not known that somewhere in “ the 
heart's deep core” of each of her children 
abides that mystic sense of the laughter 
that may not be choked and the tears that 
will not be staid. Christians though they 
be, the old pagan fancies still abide with 
them. They believe in the elementals, or if, 
perchance, some of them, a long time from 
home, cannot quite believe, at least they 
have che nen regret that they may not 
do 8. 

Once I went into dinner with a man whom 
I had never met before. That walk from the 
drawing room to the dining room is alwayw 
a test of conversational courage. I had to 
say something, so I said: 

“Your name tells me you are an Irishman. 
I hope you are one of those who have seen 


the fairies.” 


He turned to me with a perfectly trusting 


and childlike look—though the reputation he 
bore was really for shrewdness and world 


wisdom. 


„My sister tells me,“ he said, * that I really 
saw them once when I was little, but I'm not 
quite sure whether I remember it myself, or 
only think I remember it from having heard 
her tell. But my sister has staid at home 
and she writes me that she often sees them.”’

This is frank and kind in poet wine, and 
one feels grateful.

But to return to the question of his ballads 
and his lyrics, let us admit that many are 
obscure. This vaguengs and obscurity on 
Mr. Yeats’ part do not arise from any inabil- 
ity to depict in graphic manner. On the con- 
trary, his lines are like Keats’ for the beauty 
and the magnificence of their spectacles and 
tableaux; but these seem subjects for tapes- 
try rather than pictures, or they seem as 
if they had been painted long since upon the 
walls of the house of beauty, and as if age 
had dimmed and here and there all but ob- 
literated them. The sunlight that falls upon 
them seems to be streaming through ancient 
beeches and thorn trees, then filtering 
through windows of wonderful old glass, and 
the story the window tells repeats itself 
upon the wall; overlaying the mural tale, so 
that all are blended: and confused and made 
mysterious. The visions of men many cen- 
turies dead blend just this way with Yeats’ 
own thought, and makes a misty wonder, 
beautiful but vague. As, for example: 

A maiden with soft eyes Uke funeral tapers, 

And face that seemed wrought ‘out of moonlit 
vapors, We 

And a sed mouth, that fear made tremulous 

As any ruddy moth, looked down on us; 

And she with a wave rusted chain was tied 

To two old eagles, full of anctent pride, | 

That with dim eyeballs stood on either side. 

Few feathers were on their disheveled wings, 

For their dim minds were with the ancient things. 

One may wander, it would seem, through 
room after room of the poet’s thought, deco- 
rated with curious figures such as these 
full of esthetic meanings—each curious im- 
age a symbol of old time thought.

Dr. W. A. Quinn Buggests That. Some 
Safer Means of Signaling Be Found— 
en Men Object to the Noise. 


A new ‘objection was raised yesterday to 
the cfossing policeman’s whistle. Dr. Will- 
jam A. Quinn, who has offices at 100 State 
street, asserted that the use of the whistle 
would tend to produce cancer on the lips of 
the user, and recommended that the police 
be given some other means of signaling to 
the teamsters. 

Several downtown merchants and business 
men also object to the whistle, asserting that 
crossing policemen often blow them for the 
mere pleasure of listening to the noise. 

Chief of Police Shippy, who listened to the 
complaints of a delegation of business men 
in the afternoon, said he would make an et- 
fort to select a whistle with a more pleasing 
sound, 

“TIT have had long experience in these 
matters,” said Dr. Quinn, and have found: 
that the continued use of a whistle such as 
ig used by the crossing policeman has in 
many cases created cancers. Mueicians who 
use wind instrumente are often affected in 
this Way, especielly when they are the age of 
many of the policemen. When a man has 
attained the age of from @ to 50 he is much 
more susceptible to cancer than are his 
younger brothers.”

GAINS LOST NEAR THE CLOSE 


Break in Traction Issues, Due to In- 
quiry, Cause of Decline. 


{BY A SPHCTAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 

NEW YORK, July 19.—[Special.}]—The at- 
tempts of the bulls to raise prices on the 
stock exchange today were met with less re- 
sistance than on any day during the week 
and good gains were registered during the 
earlier hours of trading, Union Pacific touch- 
ing the highest point on the movement. The 
break in. local traction shares in the later 
hougs ot ‘trading, however, disturbed the 
marwet ahd the gains were only partly main- 
tained. This break was due to the proposed 
investigation by the new public utilities com- 
mission. 

The principal ammunition of the bulls dur- 


ing the rise consisted of vague intimations | 


of some forthcoming favorable development 
regarding the Hill railroad stocks. An in- 
crease in the rate of distribution of profite 
was the substance of these rumors. Great 
Northern preferred took the precedence in 
the movement of Northern Pacific, which 
was the favorite in yesterday's dealings. 

Other northwestern railroad stocks shared 
in the strength of the Hill group. Publica- 
tion of the imposing results of the year’s op- 
erations of the Union Pacific and the South- 
ern Pacific had a favorable effect on holders 
of the stocks, the surplus after dividends of 
the two systems mounting to a total of up- 
wards of $26,000,000. These figures had been 
pretty accurately foreseen and they sup- 
plied no incentive to further active advances 
in the stocks. 

Substantial help for the rise in prices was 
found in the better feeling regarding the 
market for copper metal, which prevailed 
both here and abroad. Foreign stock mar- 
kets had a report of an agreement between 
the Amalgamated Copper and the Rio Tinto 
interests on the price to be demanded. 

The continued ease of call loans and the 
prospects for a favorable bank statement 
tomorrow were elements in the strength of 
the market. The subtreasury operations 
alone have furnished a supply of $4,800,000 
of cash to the banks.
